The "tai-kung" strike declared on March 11 by 
the workers of the Mei Vung Silk Weaving Factory, Lane 
645, 15 Changping Read, continues this morning, Merch 14. 

The workers have now withdrawn their demand for 
the issue of 350 cents a day as a food allowance, but are 
now insistisg on a flet incr@ase of 10% on their wages 
instead of the menagements' slight increase. Negotiations 
with the assistance of the Industrial Section of the 
S.i.C. has so far produced no successful results. 

During the afternoon of March 13, *he manage- 
ment issued a notice, informing the workers that it had 
been agréed to grent aslight increase. The notice adds 
that those who are dissatisfied with the decision, may 
submit their resignations.

Rent Disputes Mediation Committee. 


Since the outbreak of the local hostilities 
last year, so many refugees have flocked into Shanghai 
from war areas that the increased populution is far beyond 
the capacity of the premises available. Accommodation for 
the publics has become a very difficult problem, and disputes 
frequently irise between landlords and tenants, a fact 
which seriously affects social and economic conditions and 
peace and good order. In view of this situation, the Shahghai 
Chamber of Commerce, the Chinese Ratepayers’ Associations in 
the Settlement and the French Concession, the First and Second 
Special District Citizens' Federations, the Landowners’ 
Association, the Bar Association, the Chartered Accountants’ 
Association, the Special District Housing Committee and other 
public organizations have jointly organized the Rent Disputes 
Mediation Committee, which was formally established on 22nd 
October and which commenced on that day to undertake the work 
of mediation in disputes over questions of rent in the Cpecial 
Districts.

Brief Constitution of the Shanghai Special District 
Rent Disputes Mediation Committee. 

Art. l - This Committee is organized by the Shanghai 
Chamber of Commerce, ths Chinese Ratepayers' Associations in 
the Settlement and the French Concession, the Landowners’ 
Association, the Bar Association, the Chartered Accountants’ 
Association, the First and Second Special District Citizens’ 
Federations and the Special District Housing Committee, at the 
initiation of the last named organization, it shall be composed 
of nine representatives, one from each of the above-mentioned 
organizations. The name of this Committee shall be the"Shanghai 
Svecial District Rent Disputes Mediation Committee". 

Art 2. - The object of this Committee is to mediate 
in disputes over matters connected with the lease of immovable 
property in the Special District so as to promote public weal 
and to ensure the safety of residents. 

Art 3 - Whenever any dispute somes up for mediation 
a meeting for this purpose may be held. 

Art 4 - The meetings of this Committee shall be 
presided over by the members in turn.

REGULATIONS GOVERNING MEDIATION OVER RINT DISPUTES 


The following are the regulations governing 
medliation over rent disputes :- 

Article 1. - These regulations are drawn up 
by sce Rent Dispute Mediation Committee, in accordance with 
the rules governing the formation of this Committee end with 
the »rovisions relating to mediation in the regulations 
govo-ning the work of the Housing Problem Committee, 

Article 2. - This Committee will hendle all 
cases of mediation transferred from the Housing Froblem 
Cormmaittee. 

ATrtiole 3. - All cases that are referred 
direct to this Comnittee for mediation must first be passed 
to the housing Problem Committee for enquiries into the 
facts end after a report has been submitted tney are to 
be dealt with by this Committee. 

Article 4. - All cases of mediation should 
be referred to this Committee and responsible members should 
be elected to undertake the mediation. 

- Article 5. - Notices bearing the signature of 
the ::ediators should be sent to the parties concerned in 
coanection with all cases of mediation. 

Article 6. - These notices should contain 
the following :- 
(a) The names of the parties concerned. 
(bv) The matters under dispute submitted for mediation. 
The suggestions of the applicant. 
a) The time and the place of the mediation. 

Article 7. - While a mediation is under way, 
the Chief Secretary of the Housing Problem Committee should 
make e report on the result of the enquiries into the cases 
under mediation. 

Article 8. - The Secretary of this Committee 
will undertake the recording of the minutes of all mediations- 

Article 9. - All cases of mediation should be 
recorded in serial numbers, 

Article 10.- The responsible persens of both 
Parties concerned should be present and sign their names in 
all cases of mediation undertaken by this Committee. 
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Article 11. - If, in oase of extraordinary 
circumstances, the parties concerned find 1% recessary 
to entrust their nases to lawyers, then such lewyers 
should be provided with powers-of-attorney giving them 
full authority to deal with such cases. 

Article 12. - The mediation snould be carried 
out with the approval of both parties concerred without 
prejudice to any side. 

Articie 13. - If the mediation uncertaken by 
the Committee proves successful, then a report on the 
: ediatton should be prepared by the mediatore end 
should bear the signatures or chops of tne »darties 
concernede 

Article 14. - In case a mediation is unsuccessful, 
2 report should also be prepared, in which the arguments 
of both parties concerned should be recorded. 

Article 15. - The report on the mediation should 
contain the following items:- 

(a) The names and addresses of the parties concerned. 

(b) The place and the date of the mediation. 

(c) The names of the mediators and of the persons under- 
taking the recording of the minutes of the wediation. 

(d) The result of the mediation. 

Article 16. - The Committee will uncertake 
nediation in disputePYor rents and Leases only. 

Article 17. =-’The object of tne mediation is 
to safeguard the rights of the two parties. 

Article 18. = The principle of the mediation 
is to advise tenants not to be in arrears with their 
rents, landlords not to inorease house rents nor to 
evict tenants. 

Article 19. - In accordance With the provisions 
of Article 18 of these regulations, the follonving have 
been drawh up to serve 28 a guide to medintions$= 
(a) Lease of unfixed periods: At this time of emergency, 

the lessor should not terminate a leasc; if the lessee 
is in arrears with the rent, he should endeavour to 
pay off the arrears by instalments or in one lump sum. 

(bv) Leases with fixed period: On the terminction of a 
lease, the lessee should have the right to renew the 
lease on the same conditions as the expired lease. 

(c) If other ways can be found to deal with crses for 
eviction, in which a decision has been rendered by 
the Court but has not yet been executcd, then such 
means should be employed. 

(a) No inorease in rent should be made in lessees of a 
fixed period or in other kinds of lersc. 

(e) House rent should not exceed the monthly interest of 
1% of the total cost of construction. 

{f) If the rent fixed by the lease is below the standard 
rent, the rent fixed in the lease should remain 
unchangeds
